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NOTE 

The remarkable interest shown of late in the civilization that 
grew up in the Valley of the Euphrates and Tigris Rivers ex- 
tends into every corner of its varied life. Happily, the docu- 
ments which have been unearthed are numerous and varied. 
History is not written solely from the acts of kings or from the 
grandiloquent eulogies of court historians — however worthy 
such acts may have been. The social and the private life of a 
people are in many instances a much truer index of the culture 
and the spirit that induced or retarded its advance. The 
ancient Babylonian temples were great centres not only of 
religious activity, but of much else that one does not to-day 
associate with a religious edifice. In the present volume. Dr. 
Robert Lau has made a study of a series of documents coming 
from one of the oldest of these temples, dealing chiefly with the 
manner in which its priests handled the revenues in kind and 
money which represented the offerings of the faithful. With 
commendable skill and with happy insight he has furnished a 
reasonable interpretation of the many difficulties involved in 
the decipherment of the texts with which he here deals.

PREFACE 



In the fifty years during which the science of Assyriology has 
existed it has attained such proportions that the investigator is 
forced to become a specialist. The inscriptions that are now at 
our disposal are so numerous that it is impossible for one man to 
study all with the needed care and diligence. He is thus forced 
to select some one period and some one special subject, to which 
he must devote his whole time. 

Few periods in all Babylonian history have become so well 
known as the one covered by the finds made by De Sarzec 
(1893-1895) on the site which at present is called Tell-loh. The 
many thousands of inscriptions which this archaeologist dug up 
have been to a large part edited by such scholars as F. Thureau- 
Dangin in the Revue d' Assyriologie, Vols. III-V, and in the 
Comptes Rendus for 1896, pages 355-361; by G. Reissner in his 
Tempel Urkunden, Berlin, 1901; by H. Radau in his Early 
Babylonian History, New York and London, 1900; by L. W. 
King in Cuneiform Texts from Babylonian Tablets in the British 
Museum, Parts I, III, V, VII, IX, X, and by G. Barton in the 
Haverford Library Collections of Cuneiform Tablets} The present 
volume is intended to supplement the above pubHcations. The 
material has been fiu-nished by the collection of tablets presented 
to the Library of Columbia University by some friends of the 
University. The first part gives the contents of 258 tablets

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dating from the later dynasty of Ur (2700-2580), in a sys- 
tematic arrangement and with the necessary comments. Part II 
contains a full catalogue of all the inscriptions in the collection. 
The third part was originally intended to be only a ' Sign List' ; 
but it has developed into a ' Sign List and Glossary. ' It is 
hoped that this will considerably f aciUtate the reading and the 
translation of the inscriptions, as some of the signs are here 
translated for the first time. The fourth part consists of thirty- 
five plates, containLag a selection of sixty-one tablets in the 
series. If possible, the remaining 197 belonging to this period 
will be published in a second volume.

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INTRODUCTION 



Ernst de Sarzec, the French representative at Mosul, after 
having made many important discoveries dm-ing seven previous 
expeditions (1877-1893), was rewarded for his labors during 1894 
and 1895 by the discovery of about 30,000 cuneiform tablets and 
fragments. The excavations had taken place at Telld or, more 
correctly, Tel-Ld,^ situated eight miles to the northeast of Shatra, 
a small Turkish town which is the seat of a q&immaqdm, or sub- 
governor. The ruins at the present time include a number of 
elevations along the left bank of a large canal, probably the bed 
of the Shatt-el-Hai, from which they are distant about three 
English miles. 

The tablets were found buried under a small elevation, 
situated about 200 yards from the one at which de Sarzec 
had previously unearthed the ruins of some of the buildings 
of the most ancient Babylonian kings. He relates that he 
came upon two groups of rectangular galleries built of crude 
bricks, in which these large collections of clay tablets were 
arranged in five or six layers, one above the other. This proves 
that they must have been regular business archives of the 
temple, similar to those unearthed at Abu Habba and Nuffar 
(Nippur). While the excavations were going on these ar- 
chives were plxmdered by the natives and the tablets sold, so 
that now nearly all the leading museums of Europe and America 
possess collections of them. Columbia University is included 
in this number. In the year 1896 it bought from Mr. Daniel 
Noorian 258 ancient clay tablets besides 197 of more recent 
date. They vary in size from 1.8 X 2.8 cm. to 19.8 X 18.9 cm. 
The obverse is perfectly flat, while the reverse is raised towards

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the middle. Nearly all of them have lines; the characters gen- 
erally hang from the line above. 

Most of the tablets were first inscribed and then baked (Nos. 
1-198 and 221-258); some were flattened by means of a seal 
rolled over the inscription before baking (Nos. 199-220) ; a few 
are case-tablets (Nos. 221-223). The bills of lading were provided 
with holes through which strings were passed, in order that they 
might be attached to the merchandise to which they refer. All 
the 258 tablets are in an excellent state of preservation except 
Nos. 47, 90, 128, 140, 153, 166, 168, 174, 175, 176, 193, 198, 219, 
221, 223, 243 and 245, which are more or less damaged. Al- 
though quite a number of them were so covered with deposits 
that the Babylonian characters were in places illegible, it has 
been possible in most cases to remove the fillings and to restore 
the inscription. 

The collection as a whole can be assigned to the later dynasty 
of Ur' (2700-2580 B.C.), both because of the dates occasionally 
mentioned and for paleographic reasons, though a large number 
of the colophons contain only the day and month, or else no 
date at all. The dates on thirty-two of the tablets are reckoned 
from the year, or the year after, some king succeeded to the 
throne, or from an occurrence which took place during his reign.

As a rule these tablets refer to the administration of temple 
property, to agriculture and stock-raising, to trade, commerce 
and industry. They contain receipts, expense-lists, pay-lists, in- 
come-lists, lists of animals (temple herds), lists of officials, ac- 
count-lists, etc. One contains an inventory of household goods. 
All testify to the eminently agricultural and pastoral character 
of this ancient principality. 
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1. Receipts. 

Forty-one tablets contain receipts, indicated by the word 
SHU.BA.TI =mfe'Mr-, 'received". They generally state 

(a) the amount and kind of goods, etc., received; 

(b) the name of the person from whom they came ; 

(c) the name of the recipient; 

(d) the date. 

As was noted above, some of these tablets (Nos. 200, 202, 
203, 211, 216) have the impression of a seal, whose characters 
are unfortunately more or less obliterated. As this seal was 
rolled over the tablet before baking, the latter became flattened 
and the signs, consequently, indistinct. Three are case tablets 
(Nos. 221, 222, 223), in which the tablet has the full reading 
while the case inscription is shorter, the verb SHU.BA.TI being 
omitted. On the case we find the sign DVB = duppu, 'tablet,' 
before the name of the recipient, which is written exactly as on 
the tablet and as on the seal of the case. 

From the contents of these tablets it can be inferred that a 
receipt was given for nearly everything received. Receipts were 
given for large and small amounts of grain, flour, dates, wool, 
butter, beans(?), slaughtered and live animals, oil-producing 
grain, date-wine, rations of SHIM-oil, trees, ropes and pitch. 
Some of the goods received are said to have been intended for 
certain houses or temples : E GU.ZA.LAL (cf . No. 17) ; E 
din^irj^IN.GISH.ZID.DA (cf. Nos. 9 and 82); E QIN.GISH 
(cf. No. 75); E DUB.BA MAR.SA (cf. No. 98). 

The grain was to be used as food (SHAG.GAL) for men 
(KAL) at the rate of 60 and 20 QA for each person; for slaves 
(ERIM) at the rate of 90 QA for each one, and as wages (ID) for 
female weavers (GEME USH.BAR); it was rent (SHE gAR. 
RA=she'uhubullu) paid from the produce of a certain field 
(Nos. 75, 85, 146, 149, 167, 204); the grain was at a storehouse 
(NI.DUB) (Nos. 101, 103, 108); came from a field (Nos. 223,

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237) ; was seed-grain (No. 106) ; had come in by freight-ship

2. Expense-Lists. 

The expenses for the maintenance of the temples, their 
numerous officials, employees, herds, and fields must have been 
considerable. The payments to the employees consisted of 
grain, barley, beans, date-wine and oil. Men received more 
than women, and women more than children. The women 
(GEME.USH.BAR) worked at the houses of the weavers (E USH. 
BAR). 

Sometimes we find, towards the end of the inscription, DIR 
or LAL.NI written before a given amount. When the balanc- 
ing of the receipts and expenses produced a 'surplus,' it was 
expressed by D1R= atdru; when the result was a 'deficit,' it 
was indicated by LAL.NI. This can be easily verified by addi- 
tion and subtraction. 

Many of these lists terminate with ZIG.GA=nasM or 
nasdhu, meaning here that the amounts, etc., mentioned before 
ZIG.GA had gone from the temple, i.e., 'had been expended.' 

The Expense-lists can be classified as 

(a) General expense-lists; 

(b) Allowances. 

(a) General expense-lists: ZIG.GA (see above) is always 
foimd on such tablets, indicating that certain amounts of 
grain, flour, etc., had been distributed (expended). Some had 
been sent (given out) to a temple (No. 196), or to the king 
(Nos. 246, 255) ; some were used as food for the patesi's house- 
hold (Nos. 20, 126), or as feed for the royal stable (Nos. 20, 27 
70, 87, 88, 92, 118, 119, 126, 143, 158, 194, 196, 197. 255) (and 
242, 246, 254, but for these see account-lists).

(«) the LUQ=sukkallu, ' messenger, delegate, ' was generally 
allowed, per day, 5 qa of date-wine, 3 qa of barley, and 1 qa of 
oil; one messenger, however, received as much as 10 qa of date- 
wine, 4 qa of flour, and 1 qa of oil; while staying in the city 
(SHAG URU = ina ali) another was given 5 qa of flour, and for 
a journey (KASKAL shu = ana harrani) 5 qa of flour per day. 

(;') The daily allowance for a TU.USH official was 5 qa of 
date-wine and 5 qa of barley, or 10 qa of flour; one, however, 
received 120 qa of date-wine during his stay in the city (SHAG 
URU), and 200 qa of flour while on a journey (KASKAL shu). 

(r) The allowances for a LU GISH.MA Gt/.LA varied: one 
was allowed 5 qa of date-wine, 5 qa of flour, and 2 qa of oil; 
another 5 qa of date-wine, 3 qa of flour, and 2 qa of oil; still 
another 5 qa of date-wine, 3 qa of flour, and 1 qa of oil.

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('5) The LU.RIM received the smallest amount on account 
of his inferior position : one received, per day, 4 qa of date-wine, 
3 qa of barley, 1 qa of oil; a second, 3 qa of date-wine, 2 qa of 
barley, 4 qa of oil; and a third, 3 qa of date-wine, 2 qa of barley, 
2 qa of oil. 

Companies of men (slaves?) from the ElamiteX?) cities 
Adamdun, Anshan, Gabgani, gunimash, Kimash, etc., were 
allowed as much as 40 qa of flour, 20 qa of barley, and 10 qa of 
oil.

Note. — The mode of writing on col. 1. 1. 3-7 is peculiar. The 
first and smaller number written at the beginning of each of 
these lines represents the number of sheep belonging to the 
temple; the larger number, written below, between or after the 
names, represents the same number plus the sheep which con- 
stitute, in each case, the shepherd's pay. 

6. Lists of Officials and Employees. 

Much light is shed by these tablets on the administration of 
the empire of Ur during the middle of the third millennium 
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before Christ. Some of them enumerate certain quantities of 
flour, date-wine, oil, etc., allowed to officials during their stay 
at Shirpurla** or for their maintenance while on official journeys 
(see ' Allowances') ; others contain a nearly complete list of these 
officials. It is not always possible to render an exact translation 
of their titles; in some cases we can only guess at the meaning. 
What their mission was is indicated either m a few words only 
or not at all. This will be better understood from the followLrig 
list of official names as found on these tablets : 

(a) AB.BA ENGAR, 'chief of the shepherds' (or farmers); No.

The duty of the DUB.SAR consisted in keeping a strict 
accoimt of the temple herds and of all that was 
brought to or taken from the temple. One scribe is called 
DUB.SAR E 'DVB.BA=du'psharru sha bit duppS, 'scribe 
of the house of tablets' (No. 162), and another DUB.SAR 
GUD U'D'U^dupsharru sha alp§ u immert, ' scribe of (over) 
oxen and sheep' (No. 162). RA. Ill, p. 130, 1. 4, we find 
a DUB.SAR GUD ENGAR, 'scribe of the plough oxen,' 
and OBI. 126 IV. 8, a DUB.SAR GUD X, 'scribe. of the 
oxen that are 10 years old. DUB.SAR GUD II and 
DUB.SAR GUD I also occur and can only mean 
' scribe of the oxen 2 years and 1 year old, ' since there 
would hardly have been scribes over merely 1 or 2 oxen. 
The oxen were classified according to their age, and over 
each of these classes a dupsharru was set. 
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(/) ENGAR (Br. 1024) = ittarit, 'farmer' or 'shepherd.' The 
word must also mean ' shepherd, ' compare (No. 80) E UZ 
ENGAR. shu=ana ikkari sha hit mzt, 'for the shepherd 
of the goats' stable.' OBI. p. 28, note 3, states correctly 
that ENGAE, is a Semitic loanword adopted by the Su- 
merian language (see Zimmern, Babylonische Busspsalmen, 
p. 5, note 1, and ZA. Ill, p. 199ff.) and a synonym of 
ereshu, 'to plant' (Br. 1023), and of n&qidu, rid alpi. In 
passages like Gudea F col. III. 1, 14, the following words 
occur for 'shepherd': ENGAR, UTUL, SIB, NA.GID.

(m) GALU.RIM (or KABAR), 'official inferior to the LUg or 
SUKKAL.' 

(n) LUg or SUKKAL (Br. &158) = sukkallu, 'a messenger, 
delegate or authorized agent. ' 

(o) LUg MAg or SUKKAL MAg, 'a chief delegate.' 

(p) NI.KU.— Br. 5323 = rabil; 5338 = zikdru; 1054:7 =rubli.. It 
occurs only twice on the tablets of this collection: on 
No. 86 the NI.KU has under him 120 cows and 120 oxen, 
while on No. 223 Lukani the NI.KU comes after the 
ENGAR (shepherd), that is the highest official (NI.KU) 
is mentioned last. The statement of Th. Dangin {R. A. 
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III, p. 129) that a NI.KU had 5 NU.BANDA.GUD under 
him and that a NU.BANDA.GUD was set over 2 shep- 
herds is probably correct. 

(q) NIM (Br. 9016) = s/iag-ft, 'a high official'; R. 28a. NIM 
occurs generally before names of cities, which are some- 
times followed by the genitive particle GE (KIT), as on 
No. 109 ob.

IIP, p. 31, note . ' , trans- 
lates it ' stellvertretender Aufseher. ' 

(s) NU.BANDA GUD = labutti), sha alpe, 'overseer of oxen,' 
or according to RA.

'recorder of the priests'; PA LUGAL ENGAR, 'recorder 
of the king's shepherds.' The phrase (No. 43) PA

likely means that ' Lugalzaggizi was (PA) recorder of all 
the oxen that belonged to the temple of the god Ningish- 
zidda. '

7. Account-Lists. 

That there must have been much business traffic between 
the different cities is evident from some of the tablets which 
contain grain accounts (see also RA. IV, p. 76) ; the transporta- 
tion of the grain took place in boats, and was facilitated by the 
numerous canals which penetrated to nearly every part of the 
country. 

The account-tablets deal not only with grain and flour, but 
also with wool, cattle, pitch, money, addru, karpdte namr&te 
(fine vessels, pots), and one refers to a field. 

(a) Grain and flour accounts. — Sometimes only a simple 
statement is made in regard to the grain, then the names of the 
farmer (ENGAR) and of the field (A.SHAG) are given, which 
latter is in some cases preceded by NI.DUB (= 'storehouse', cf. 
Hwb. 699) ; Nos. 15, 43, 154. On some the grain is designated 
as food for the slaves (?) of a temple. No. 25; or as food for men 
and cattle. No. 253; some of it had been bought for money, 
(AZAG ta SHAM shu), Nos. 131, 208. 

Most of the large amounts consisted of a number of consign- 
ments which had arrived, frequently by boat, from different cities 
and places. After the enumeration of these the totals ( = SHU. 
NIGIN) are given; then follows the statement how these were 
disposed of, invariably expressed by the phrase SHAG.6i.to, 
' of this amount. ' The grain had either been sent to different 
persons, had been expended (ZIG.GA), or was still on hand 
(MU.GUB). Then in the last column of the reverse, before the 
date, the statement is made that this is a 'business transaction' 
(NIN.SHID.AG) of or between certain parties who are men- 
tioned; cf. Nos. 238, 239, 240, 242, 252, 256.

(6) Wool-account. — The numerous temple herds were a 
source of considerable income, consisting especially of wool 
(SIG, Br. 10,781). When the sheep had been shorn the wool 
was sent to the E USH.BAR, 'house of weaving,' to be spmi 
and woven by numerous bands of women weavers (GEME USH. 
QKR) into cloth for garments (SIG.KU or merely KU= ' ship&tu 
ana lubushtu'; see Br. 10,781; Hwb. 372b, 678b; K.B. Ill, p. 30, 
note 10). 

Some of our tablets give an enumeration of the herds from 
which the wool had been obtained, together with the names 
of the respective shepherds and the name of the city.

The total grain (SHE.BI) expended was 10 gin- 200 qa.

No. 258. Large clay tablet, 17 X 16.6 cm.; on obverse the ends 
of nearly all the lines of col. V broken away, hole 3.2 X 3.2 
cm. broken out of face of obverse near lower edge in cols. 
IV and V, on reverse 4 or 5 lines of col. Ill near top filled 
in with deposits, holes broken out of face of reverse near 
upper and left-hand edge, near top and right-hand edge, 
near lower and left-hand edge ; a few lines near bottom edge 
of reverse filled in with deposits. On obverse and reverse
